Every State inthe nation should adopt 
thislaw. It is a good and a humane 
one as well. It would relieve many a 
heartache if this were only the case, 
and make the soldierfeel that his sacri- 
fice had not been in vain. 


The majority of the soldiers, both 


waitingfor transportation to the Philip- 
pines and to be mustered out, are only 
mere boys in appearance. 
But few of 


them look as though they had reached 
the votingage, and none of those going 
out on the transports realize for a mo- 
ment what they are going into. Pos- 
siblyitis just as well that they don't, 
for ifthey took into account the looks 
ofthe boys who are just returning from 
the Philippines their courage 
might 


fail them. Pale, sickly-looking boys, 
and many of them cripples, who appear 
dailyon the street; but the lattermight 
have enthused 
some hero-worshippers 


among the new recruits, for wounds to 
them would be "glory scars." 
Those 


who were not hero-worshippers, how- 
ever, would turn faintifthey went into 
the Presidio hospitals and saw the liv- 
ing, suffering skeletons of those who 
but a short time ago were strong, 
healthy boys. 
Then letthem glance in 


the direction ofthe hospital"morgue." 
There floats the stars and stripes mourn- 
fully at halfmast and withinthe build- 
ing lie hundreds of coffins waiting to 
be identified, and ifno one claims them 
in a certain length of time they are 
buriedin the Presidio cemetery, which 
has had to be enlarged for the armyof 
the silent majority. 
These are the boys 


who have come home to die in the hos- 
pitals, or else have been among the 
many silent, passengers 
on the dead 


transports. 
Soon the lastnarrow home 


in the Presidio 
cemetery willreceive 


them, "taps" willsound and the story 
of a short lifewillbe ended. 
The boys 


march to the transports 
so buoyant, so 


happy, with never a foreboding or 
shadow of doubt as to whether they 
willcome back allright. Itis a pitiful 
sight to those whohave seen the return 
of so many companies since the begin- 
ning of the war. Itis not so bad, how- 
ever, as it was at first, although it is 
stillbad enough. 


The members of the Police Commis- 


sion willmake a record for themselves 
if they only carry out their present 
good intentions. They have refused to 
grant licenses for saloons in thevicinity 
of the Presidio, and those now in full 
sway, throwing out temptations galore 
to the soldier boys, willhave to close. 
The saloon-keepers 
willmake a hard 


struggle to carry on their dangerous 
business, for they are coining money 
from the soldiers. 
Some ofthe boys in 


blue have entered these places withthe 
full intention of taking just one drink 
and then proceeding on.their way to 
purchase their tickets for their Eastern 
homes. 
Their good intentions came to 


naught, for that onedrink, "doped"in 
all probability,had driven all idea of 
home and friends from their minds. 
They went from one den to another, 
providing the saloon-keeper inthe first 
place did not get all the money they 
had. 
When they came to their senses 


every dime they possessed 
was gone, 


and the chances are that many ofthese 
stranded 
boys would never see home 


and friends 
again. 
Many 
felt dis- 


grace! and wouldnot letthe people in 
the old home know that they were pen- 
niless and how they had lost their 
funds. 
They had not made the money 


half so easily as the saloon-keepers 
made it off them. 
Some of these 


stranded soldiers managed tofindwork, 
others 
resorted 
to crime, 
waylaying 


some pedestrian and appropriating all 
the money he had, possibly reasoning 
that he had been robbed in the city of 
allhe had, and no protest was made, 
and why shouldn't he do the same? 
To his mind both thefts were of the 
same color and one was as justifiable as 
the other, and more than one penniless 
soldier committed suicide. 
Many a lad 


can date his learning to drink to the 
time he landed on '"Frisco's" shores. 
Previous to that "time they did not 
know the taste 
of liquor. Many a 


mother willbe heartbroken when her 
boy comes home to her with the appe- 
tite for liquor firmly fixed upon him. 
Thisis no child's play, and the Police 
Commissioners are not moving any too 
soon. 
One of the Commissioners stated 


that he would oppose the granting of 
licenses until such time as the volun- 
teer soldiers, now so numerous at the 
Presidio, were allmustered out and re- 
moved fromthe scene of temptation.

Mrs. McKinley stood the journey fully as

handshaking

they were unable to get jn touch \vith 
proceedings at tbe rear end. 
Then the heavy cars lurched back a 


foot and the two heavy 
engines 
that 


were to draw the Presidential 
train 


pver the hill were coupled on. 
Then 


anwher short wait, a bell far to the 
front JJ-ngJed puf, pf tune, and the train 
began to'move {pyyt&m. 


At tbe first motion of tho par Piuil' 
dent McKinley reappeared 'jippn the 
platform. 
He was bareheaded, 
and in 


his hand was a handkerchief which he 
waved at the bigcrowd, whiles ho smil- 
ed and bowed his adieus. 
With each 


successive turn of tbe wheels tho train 
gathered 
momentum, 
the rear 
car 


receded rapidly, and from the' platform 
tfco President 
bowed and 
smiled and 


waved his handkerchief. 


And such was tb,o visit of William 
McKinley, 
President lof the pififiod 
States, to the City ofSacramento. 
Twoof tliu host engines onthe moun- 
tain division hauled tho President 
and 
his party out ofSacramento. 
No, 2273, 
Engineer 'Michael McNamara at the 
throttle, was in the lead, and No. 227J, 
with Engineer 
Bonus Llghtner 
up, 
acted the part of wheel horse. 
Both engines 
wore profusely 
deco- 
rated withred, whito and bluo bunt- 


Tbe trainarrived at Sacramento 
at 


3:20, schedule time to a minute. 
Fully 


5,000 people 
assembled 
at the depot 
with the hope of getting a fleeting 
glance at the nation's Chief Executive. 
As the train slowed down President 
McKinley came out upon the platform, 
hat in hand. 
He bowed and smiled 
and waved his hand at the sea of faces, 
and then as a hundred hands stretched 
upward he unceremoniously set his silk 
hat firmlyon his head and stretched 
out his band to meet 
them. 
Hand- 
shaking, 
as viewed from the crowd, 
whileit may have been exhilarating, 
was 
not an ideal performance, 
but 
President McKinloy went to the work 
with a will. He 
had a quiet '"God 


bless you" forevery person whose band 
he grasped, 
but tbe task was herculean. 
Aftera minute he disappeared 
within 


the car, and the great crowd growled 
its disappointment. 


But the President's absence 
was tem- 


porary only. 
He re-emerged from his 
car, and as a half-dozen men in the 
crowd called 
"Speech! 
Speech!" 
he 
bent over the dashboard 
and allowed 
his 
fingers to be wrung by' another 


hundred of fresh hands, tbe owners of 
which had succeeded in replacing the 
first division. But there was nospeech. 
The President 
was going home. 
He 
was not scheduled to make a speech, 
and he accepted the program. 


About this time Mayor Clark, who 


beaded the Reception Committee, 
suc- 


ceeded inreaching the steps of tbe car, 
and a couple of policemen, 
who had 
been struggling in the crush, 
clamber- 


ed 
up on the steps 
and 
were safe. 
From that vantage they toldthe crowd 
to keep back, 
and the crowd heeded 
them as much as tho zephyrs that come 
with the springtime. 


The President shook bands with the 
Mayor, and then turned again to the 
crowd. For a half-minute he perse- 
vered, and then again his rotund figure 
disappeared 
through 
the door of the 
car. It was pn}y a minute until he 
again reappeared, 
and there vyas more 
handshaking. 


These intermittent appearances 
and 
exits on tbe part of the President 
were 


continued 
for probably 
ten minutes. 


Once a littlegirl was in danger ofbeing 
crushed against tbe butlers of the car. 
This President McKinleysaw, and said 
to those below: "Hand her up here." 
Then withhis own hands he helped to 
liftthe little miss over the rail, and 
when she stood alongside the first gen- 
tleman in the land, she did a foolish, 
albeit a fominine thing—she ct-ied. 


Then came an apparently long wait. 


TJxe President had again gone into the 
car, arid tbje .crowd shuttled about 
to 
get into cpinf/j't'tablu ?bape 
to see it 
through. 
A woman 
fii-'iptod and 
a 
couple of little children' who' baa 
ftp 


business in the crush wore carried out 
by the police. 
Incidents of that char- 
acter, however, had only a momentary 
interest with the crowd. The Presi- 
dent 
pf the Jlujtod States 
does 
not 


come to Sacramento 
oyeiy day, and 
those who assembled prpposed tp see as 
much of him as possible. 


The railroad shops 
were closod 
at 


noon and the thousands 
of mechanics 
who were given a holiday to see Presi- 
dent McKinley made the most of tbe 
chance. 


At Stockton 
fully 10,000, old and 
young, 
assembled 
at 
the 
Southern 
Pacific passenger 
station 
to greet the 
President on the arrivalof the train at 
1:30. 
The President didnot speak 
as 


was expected, 
but shook hands with 
the members 
of the reception com- 
mittee and a few others. In explana- 
tion ofhis silence, President 
McKinley 


said toRev. W. E. Evans, an old-time 
friend: "Youcan understand, 
Doctor, 


that Ido not feel like speaking. 
Mrs. 
McKinley is not so 
well. 
The 
trip 


across the ferry was a little hard on 
her,' and ifIwere to go on that plat- 
form1wouldn't feellikespeaking." 
As the trainpulled out the President 
continued to wave hishandkerchief and 
bow, while cheer 
after cheer 
greeted 
him. 


A few moments later, proceeded 
and 
flanked by four mounted police and fol- 
lowed by others on foot, a carriaee was 
driven quickly to the Oakland's "deck, 
every curtain except one closely drawn. 
Abush fellupon the littlethrong 
that 


stood by, and 
beads 
were barod, 
as, 
through the single uncurtained 
win- 
dow, glimpses werecaught ofPresident 
McKinley, on the farther side of the 
rear seat, whilebeside him, pillowed in 
soft cushions and hidden from the pub- 
lic gaze, 
reclined his wife. 
Opposite 


them sat Dr. Rixey. 
The President's 


face wore a look of anxiety, but from 
time to time it was lighted by a cheer- 
ingsmile as ho turned 
with some 
re- 
assuring 
word to the invalid byhis side. 
The wheels of the carriage were block- 
ed to prevent any mischance, 
and 
the 
body guard and secret 
service officers 
gathered 
closely about, 
while others 


fell back 
to a' little distance, 
their 
silence showing the sympathy 
which 


was feltby all. 


Just as 
the Oakland 
was about to 
leave the slip a beautiful 
bouquet of 
long-stemmed American Beauties 
was 
brought 
on board for President 
and 


Mrs. McKinley, with the compliments 
of Mr.and Mrs. M. H. de Young and 
with their good wishes for a safe 
and 
pleasant journey. It was the last of 
tbe many tokens of affection and esteem 
that have been given during the stay 
of the Chief Executive inSan Francisco 
and it was conveyed 
at once 
to the 
carriage. 
It was a silent farowell that was given 
by the throngs on the dock as tbe deck- 
hands cast offand the Oakland moved 
slowly from tbe slip. 
Silent, also, was 


the farewell of the battle-ship lowa as 
the Oakland passed. 
The officers and 
crew of the big war vessel stood group- 
ed upon her decks, but there 
was no 


salute.

It was 10 o'clock last Saturday morn- 


ing when the carriages of the Cabinet 
officials and 
other 
members 
of 
the 


Presidential party rolled into the ferry 
building at 
San 
Francisco 
and were 


driven 
slowly 
through 
the 
avenue 


cleared by the police to the lower deck 
of the Oakland, which was to convey 
the city's departing guests 
across 
the 
bay. Mayor Phelan, Henry J. Crocker 
R. H. Warfield and others werealready 
at tbe boat, and 
they 
gathered 
in 


groups on tbe after deck 
while await- 
ing the arrival of the President and bis 
wife.

The mill is one of the 
most perfect ofits kind in the State, 
andisrdoing excellent service for its 
fortunate owners.

hoist, after visitingthe mill, our ears 
were greeted witha different noise, a 
roar that at first suggested that thelid 
of h— had been lifted, but we soon 
ascertained that it came from three of 
Hall's patent furnace retorts, which he 
has recently installed for the Oneida 
Company.

we found William 
Jones incharge, 
whose duty it is to 
feed to these 
devouring retort mon- 
sters petroleum and steam mixed to a 
nicety and blowninto the furnaces in a 
thin spray. 
The.heat is something 


terrific and 
aimost causes a sigh of 
sympathy 
for our ancient brethren, 
Shadrach, 
Meshach 
and 
Abednego.

the fourth furnace, 
which is 
now about finished, adds its quoto of 
roar to the other three, 
the flame of 
fury will hold high carnival at the' 
Oneida 
mine.

thousands of dollars already expended,

making improvements, 
among 
which 
wenoticed a large fire-proofsteel vault, 
enclosed by a concrete 
wall two feet 
In thickness, whichis being construct- 
ed immediately inthe rear of his office.

SOME CURIOUS CHURCHES. 


Congregations 
Which Meet In Inns, 


The name of the ship is supposed to 


have been changed in the reign of Ed- 
ward VI to Edward, 
which, on Aug. 


20, 1552, was reported to be still "in 
good case to serve," and was ordered 
"to be grounded 
and calked once a 


year to keep ittight."—Cassier's Maga- 
zine. 


In a list of the British navy, as it 


stood on Jan. 5. 1548, the Great Harry 
Is said to have carried 19 brass and 10IS 
Iron pieces of ordnance. 


Before the time of her construction 


the cannon 
were placed above 
deck 


and on the prow and poop. 
One De- 


charges, 
a French builder at Brest, is 


said to have invented portholes. 


The vessel, 
of about 1,000 tons bur- 


den, was manned by 340 soldiers, 
301 


marines and 50 gunners. 
She had four 


masts and portholes on both decks and 
in other parts. 


In August, 1512, the Regent, a ship 


of 1,000 tons, which was at that time 
the largest 
vessel in the British navy, 


was burned, 
and to 
replace It the 


Great Harry, or, as Itwas also known, 
the Henry Grace de Dleu, was built in 
1515. 


Though 
King Henry, 
as 
well as 
other princes, 
hired 
many ships, ex- 


clusive of those 
which the different 


seaports 
were obliged to furnish, 
be 


seems thus to have been" the first king 
who thought 
of avoiding this incon- 


venience by raising such a force as 
might be at all times sufficient for the 
Service of the state. 
Historians tellus 


that he caused 
his navy, which had 


been neglected 
In the preceding reign, 


to be put in a condition to protect the 
British coasts against all foreign inva- 
sions, and that in the midst of pro- 
found peace he always kept up a fleet 
ready to act. 


The Great Harry was built by King 


Henry VII at a cost of £14,000, 
and 


was burned at Woolwich, through acci- 
dent, in 1553.

"There ate a number of billiard play- 


ers who willnot permit another person 
to use their cues, and 
for the use of 


these particular players cues are turn- 
ed out from which the tips may be un- 
screwed, leaving the cue with unfinish- 
ed points and useless. 


"Tbe linest and best cues are fitted 


to the handle or butt by means of a 
double wedge. 
At the top of the cue is 


a ferrule of ivory, of- horn or bone, in 
which the leather tip is fitted. 
While 


the ivory ferrule Is the most expensive, 
of course 
it is less durable than the 


horn- or bone ferrules, 
which are 
less 


liable to crack. 
The extra 
workman- 


ship on cues 
is put In on the butts, 


some of which are elaborately 
inlaid 


and carved in beautiful patterns. 


"The maple wood used in making the 


handles 
is sawed into suitable lengths 


and seasoned. 
The logs are then split 


into pieces from which the handles are 
made. 
These 
pieces 
are called bolts. 


The bolts are sawed approximately 
to 


the. shape of the handle to be finally 
made, and In this shape they are han- 
dle blocks. 
The handle block Is turned 


to the shape of the handle in a lathe, 
and when the butt has been Gtted itis 
linished and polished.

"clothes moth," but every one killed is 
not an enemy, for there 'are a number 
of moths of similar size and appearance 
that come from outdoors and have been 
occupied as grubs in destroying green 
leaves. 
•It is a common error to sup- 


pose that it is the clothes 
moth that 


does tbe, mischief, 
though by destroy- 


ing the moth we prevent the laying of 
Innumerable eggs from which come the 
consuming 
larvae, 
whose cutting jaws 


would be actively and incessantly 
em- 


ployed inmutilating choice fabrics and 
valuable furs. 
These 
caterpillars are 


rarely seen by the housewife 
because 


their first care on leaving the egg is to 
disguise or hide themselves. 


The Clothes

The 
extraordinary 
situations 
In 


which nests are found occasionally al- 
most give one the impression that birds 
must be endowed 
with a sense of hu- 


mor. 
For Instance, a wren built its 


nest upon a scarecrow, a dead sparrow- 
hawk, which a farmer had bung up to 
frighten away winged ravagers of his 
crop. 
In the pocket of an old jacket 


hanging in a barn a bird, also a wren, 
made its nest, 
which when discovered 


contained 
five eggs. 
It was a robin 


that raised a young family In a church 
pew and. a robin that built its nest in 
the organ pipes of a church. 
Places of 


worship 
have 
always 
been 
favorite 


building places for birds. 


A stick of wood seven inches long 


and a quarter of an Inch In diameter 
was once taken from a wren's nest. It 
is very singular that so small and deli- 
cate a bird should use such rough ma- 
terial with which to construct Its nest 
If an eagle should 
use material 
pro- 


portioned to its size, its nest would be 
made up of fence rails and small saw 
logs. 


Itis always a source of wonder 
to 


arctic explorers to find such quantities 
of singing birds within the arctic cir- 
cle. 
They are abundant beyond belief. 


But the Immense crop of cranberries, 
crowberries 
and 
cloudberries 
that 


ripen In the northern swamps 
accounts 


for the presence of the birds. 


Allvery young birds, by a wise pro- 


vision of nature, are entirely without 
fear until they are able to fly. The 
reason of the delayed development 
of 


fear is that, being unable to fly, tbe 
birds 
would struggle 
and 
fall from 


their nests at every noise and be killed. 
Suddenly, 
almost In a day, the birds 


develop the sense of fear, when their 
feathers 
are enough 
grown so 
that 


they can fly. 


Birds in flight often lose their bear- 


lugs, being blown 
aside 
from their 


course by the wind. Inthis case they 
are as badly off as a mariner without 
a compass 
in a strange sea on a star- 


less night 


Many a regiment cannot compare In 


perfection of movement with the flight 
of the curlews of Florida winging their 
way to their 
feeding 
grounds 
miles 


away, all Inuniform lines in unbroken 
perfection. 
The 
curlews 
are dainty 


and charming birds to see, some pink, 
some white. 


Most curious are the sewing or tailor 


birds of India—littleyellow things not 
much 
larger 
than 
one's 
thum. 
To 


escape 
falling a prey to snakes 
and 


monkeys the tailor bird picks 
up a 


dead leaf and flies up intoa high tree, 
and with a flber for a thread 
and Its 
billfor a needle sews the leaf on to a 
green one banging from the tree. 
The 


sides are sewed up, an opening being 
left at the top..That a nest Is swing- 
Ing in the tree no snake or monkey or 
even man would suspect 


A bird which is swifter than a horse 


is the road runner of the southwest 
Its aliases are the ground cuckoo, the 
lizard bird and the snake killer,snakes 
being a favorite diet 
In northern 


Mexico, western 
Texas and southern 


Colorado 
and California it is found. 


The bird measures 
about 
two feet 


from tip to tip and is a dull brown in 
color. 
Its two legs are only about ten 


Inches 
long, but neither horses 
with 


their four legs nor hounds nor electric 
pacing machines are init for swiftness 
when itcomes to running. 


Another large bird Is the rhinoceros 


bird, which is about the size of a tur- 
key. 
One recently shot on the island 
of Java had In Its crop a rim from a 
small 
telescope 
and three 
brass but- 
tons, evidently belonging to a British 
soldier's uniform. 


The California condor Is rapidly ap- 


proaching extinction and museums all 
over the world are 
eager to secure 
living specimens. 
It is believed that 


there Is only one In captivity. 


The largest of flight birds is the Cali- 


fornia vulture or condor, 
measuring 


fromtipto tip0y2 to 10 feet and exceed- 
ing considerably in size the true condor 
of South America. 
The bird lays but 
one egg each season— large, oval, ashy 
green in color and 
deeply pitted, so 


distinctive In appearance 
that it can- 


not be confounded with any other. 


A bird that 
walks and swims, but 


does not fly. is the penguin. 
No nests 


are made by penguins, but the one egg 
laid at a time by the mother Is carried 
about under her absurd littlewing or 
under her leg. 


Birds without soitg belong

waii. In Honolulu 
one 
sees 
a bird 


übout the size of the robin, an inde- 
pendent

of fellow,

about like a chicken, instead
